In Washington's day, no one would have believed that 
a day would come when 1 percent of the citizens would 
own more than 85 percent of the nation’s wealth. The 
democracy of Washington and Jefferson has been replaced 
by a financial oligarchy which runs the nation behind the 
facade of the two-party system.
